trol of Congress next year, and of the national 
government in all its branches in 1904. The ex 
ample of Croker is worth following.

terms as he has stated, no one else need 
feel 


ashamed to take the first steps anywhere. The 
defeat of Tammany has had the good effect o 
bringing its leader to a sense of the folly of attempt 
ing to win a battle with divided forces.

Culled News of Nevada's 


Most Important In- 


dustry. 


' The Dyer group of copper claims in 
Mason VaJley have been bonded to J. 
A. Cruikshank of Cincinnati, O., at 
Jld,000 for nine months. 


Hanson and Reymers hauled about 


seventy ton.s of copper matte to Wa- 
buska last week and this, the result ot 
the recent run at the Bluestone smel- 
ter. The matte runs about CO per cent 
copper.—Times.
